Mr. Beatty wrote Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton the terms of the offer, adding I 
am aware the price is somewhat 
| higher than you thought should be 
| paid, but it is not relatively much 
higher, and it has the advantage that | 
| the price was proposed by the Alberta | 
government I think we may feel 
| confident that the transaction will 
therefore, carry with it the goodwill 
| of the people of the province.” 

The first payment was also revised 
by Mr. Beatty, who wired Premier 
Brownlee: “I prefer to make the first | 
payment on the first of June instead | 
| of May, as our shareholders meet in 
May and their confirmation is neces: | 
sary.” 

Mr. Brownlee replied, agreeing to 
this change in the date 

Early in the year, on March 12, 
1929, Sir Henry Thornton wrote th 
minister of railways as to the original | 
joint offer made by both railways and | 
increasing the branch mileage from 
40 to 100 miles. “We thought it 
should be made clear to Mr. Brownlee | 
that this was our final offer, Mr 
Beatty believes that he will accept 
| it; I do not,” wrote Sir Henry. 

Higher Offer 

The C. N. R. president's prognost!- 
cation was right Mr. Brownlee did 
not accept the offer and it was not 
until the following September, when | 
Sir Henry was in England, that Mr, 
Beatty made a higher offer to the 
province, to which the Canadian Na- 
tional had to agree or be Jett out of 
the territory.
